| Macon, Ga., January 6.—[Special.]—Tus 
CONSTITUTION today published the verdict as 
rendered by the jury yesterday afternoon in 
the Hall conspiracy trial. 

TO PRONOUNCE SENTENCE. 

All interest was centered in what was to 
take place this morning. 

Three of the noted prisoners were to have 
passed upon them a sentence which would for 
‘all time shut them out from all that this life 
holds worth living for. Two were to receive a 
sentence that would mar their lives and 
orphan for years many he!pless little ones, 
Court was to have convened at 11 o’clock, but 
owing to Judge Speer having failed to finish 
the construction of the sentenco, the hour for 
convening was postponed until 12 o’clock. 

. Long before this hour the courtroom was 
packed to overflowing, and deputies had to be 
stationed at the doors to keep back the crowd. 
Every seat within the enclosure was occupied, 
and the people were a)most standing on each 
others shoulders on the outside. 

Shortly afver 12 o’cleck Judge Speer walked 
in, and court was called to order. 

MOTION FOR NEW TRIAL. 

After Clerk Erwin had read the minutes, 
which recited the verdict of the jury, Judge 
Speerasked if any of the defendant’s counsel 
had auything to offer why sentence should not 
be imposed. 

Mr. Dessau, one of the counsel for the de- 
fense, arose and offereda motion fora new 
trial, which he stated he wished filed, to be 
acted upon bythe court later. The motion 
was ordered filed, 

Mr. Bartlett, for the defense, then arose and 
offered the following motion for arrest of judg- 
ment, the reading of which was listened to 
with much interest. 

And now come defendants Wright Lancaster. 
John Lancaster, Lewis Knight and Luther A. 
Hall and move that court arrest the judgment and 
show that no legal judgment can or shoud be 
pronounced in said case upon them, but that the 
same should be arresied upon the following 
grounds; ; 

i. Because the mattets and things set forth 
and charged in the several counts of the indict- 
ment on which these defendants have been ar- 
taigned, tried and convicted, do not constitute 
offenses against the laws of the United States, and 
do not come within the purview, true, intent and 
meaning of the act of congress approved 3ist of 
May, 1870, entitled “An act to enforce the 
rights of citizens of the United States,’ 
embodied in sections 5,508 and 
5509 of the revised statutes of the United States. 

2. Because the matters and things in said in- 
dictinent set forth and charged do not constitute 
offenses cognizable in the circuit court of the 
United states, and do not come withinits power 
and jurisdiction. 

3. use the said indictment and each and 
every one of the various counts thereof are too 

neral, insufficient and uncertain to 
an indictment according to the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

4. Because these defendants have been ar- 

d, tried and convicted be.ore the trial and 
conviction of the alleged principal offender, Rich 
Lowrey, alias Rich Herring, and because iw does 
not eer by any allegation in said indictment 
that principal offender and actual perpetrator 


crime, Rich Lowrey, alias Rich Hefrin 
oc cannot be taken in order to be orune’ 


5. Because these defendants have been denied 
their right of trial by on impartial jury, «s pro- 
vided ior by the constitution of the United States, 
in that they were denied the right of perremptory 
chalienge, except as to twenty jurors, where, by 
law, they were entitled to 100 such challenges, 
and because each of said defendants was entitled, 
by the constitution and laws of the United States, 
to twenty péerremptory chalienges, and was only 
allowed to exercise twenty jointly ; and the defend- 
auts, Wright. Lancaster and Cuther A. Hall, 
especially, move an arrest of judgment in their 
behalf on the following grounds : 

Because the jury had no power or authority to 
render the verdict which they did render against 
these defendants, towit, that they be imprisoned 
for life, because they say that portion of the act 
of the Jist of May, 1870, as embodied in sections 
5508 and 5509 of the revised statues of the United 
States, is void, because it does not fix or prescribe 
any penalty or punishment, wherefore the court has 
no power or authority to sentence these two de- 
fendants to imprisonment for lite. 

The court said that, in order to protect the 
interests of al) the prisoners and their rights,it 
would direct that the motion be filed. 

MERCY ASKED FOR. 
After the reading of the above motion Mr. 


Des an arose and said in a grave tone: 

May it please your honor, before the court pro- 
ceeds to the exercise of that great re pon-ibility 
of passing sentence, I desire to say that two of the 
detendants have requested me to submit the con- 
dition of those who are by the laws 
of God and man dependent upon them 
for existence. During the progress of the 
trial your honor has judiciously advised from 
the stand, and it has become a part of the record, 
that John Lancasteris the father of six little 
helpless children, the eldest of whom is not quite 
ten years of age and the youngest a babe at its 
mother’s breast. : 

Louis Knight is the father of two children, the 
youngest of who is still an infant in its mother’s 
arms. On an ordinarjescasion I would not at- 
tempt to eall your honor’s attention to these 
matters, but it seems that congress itself, 
in giving such wide discretion, Intended that the 
court shou’a@ temper the wind tothe shorn lamb. 
lf, therefore, the court, in the exercise of its grave 
responsibilities, can see fit to remember, while it 
writes the sentence of the law, those who will 
suffer most by it, then 1 will not have offered in 
vain.”’ 

When Mr. Dessau had taken his seat Mr. 
Sinith, also for the defense, arose and said: 

Lf it please the court, Il simply desire to submit 
that in the evidence offered it was shown that the 
defendaut, John Lancaster had nothing more tw 
do with this conspiracy than in carrying one of 
the parties to his house, and that he did not par- 
ticipate in any scheme or transaction, as was 
brought out by the statement of Bohannon. Ido 
fee} andl it seems to me that your honor will be 
justitied in giving this prisoner the lowest penalty 
which the law allows. 

The Sentence Pronounced. 

After listening to the the two above appeals 
for leniency, Judge Speer directed that the 
prisoners stand up. Each man _ promptly 
arose and fixed his eyes on the judge, with the 
exception of Clements, whose cowardly, rest- 
less gaze can never rest on &@ man for more 
than a moment. va) : 

1 After a few preliminary remarks, in which 
tlhe court reviewed the importance of the trial 
it bas just gone through, and pointed out the 
heinonusness of the crime of which the prison- 
ers had been found guilty, it proceeded to 
pass sentence. The judge said:

The court would 
express the hope that your heart will become 
changed during the period of your confinement, 
and that you will return to your wife and little 
ones at the end of that tisne a better inan. 

Laucaster’s faco was unmoved during the 
pronouncing of the sentence. 

To you Louis Knight, continued the court, 
the court will observe that you appear to be 
dceply involved in these transactions, which have 
made one of the beat portions of our great state a 
perfect pandewwonium.

LIBERTY TAKEN AWAY FOREVER. - 

Earth to earth, ashes to ashes and dirt to 
dirt. I {such had been the words spoken over 
the lifeless bodies of 
prisoners, they could not have been 
more Impressive, nor could they have struck 
more terror to the hearts of those who heard 
them than were those uttered by the court. 

To you, Wright Lancaster, the court will ob- 
serve, that you, an officer entrusted with the en- 
forcement of the law, have used that high office 
to pervert the ends of justice and to plan and exe- 
cute @ most dastardiy crime. The fact that while 
in the xercise of your honorable position you 
slept ciand were in league with a con- 
victed criminiland fugitive is enough to con- 
demn you in the eyes of ajil.

HALL STANDS UP. 

All eyes were turned upon the text and last 

prisoner as he faced the court unmoved to 

hear spoken the words that would take from 

nim his liberty forever, and burning words 


they were. 

To you, Luther A. Hall, the court would heap its 

reatest condemnation ; occupying, as you did, an 
influential position in the community in which 
you lived, you have used this position to encogr- 
age crime of the viiest character. Through 
the rulings of this court you were 
made to suffer for your efforts at infringing 
on the rights of others and applying to your own 
ends the property of others, and it was In revenge 
for this punishment, and through a desire to still 
continue your unlawful and = dishonorable 
course, that you planned and had executed 
this foul conspiracy and murder. 

The €ourt is as tully satisfied of your guiltas if 
it had seen you fire the gun that sent the buckshot 
crashing through the brain of that noble, honor- 
able and lovable man, John C. Forsyth. You not 
only deprived this man of his life, but you have 
influenced «thers into a crime that has brought 
upon them lasting disgrace and punishment in 
vindication of the blow that struck out the life of 
Captain Forsyth. All of these circumstances cry 
for vengeance. 

The cuurt hopes that after ridding that God- 
favored section of your poisonous and dastardly 
influence ; after having removed from that fair 
county the evil «i that has kept it in a con- 
stant turmoil, and which your crimes made 
noxious, it may blossom anew, and become the 
home of a happy and Pty ene people. You are 
sentenced to the QOhie penitentiary for the full 
term of your natural life. 

Not a muscle quivered, and not a movement 
of Hall’s face betokeuved that he had even 
heard, much less grasped the full and terri- 
bie meaning of the words that were spoken. 
He took his seat again as calmly as he did on 


the first day of his trial. 

Court then adjourned. The prisoners were 
led back te jail. 

Hall was not placed back in the “hospital 
cell’”’ which he has occupied since his confine- 
ment, but was locked in the cage asa precaution 
against self-destruction or escape. The great 
trial is now over and five men will now suffer 
for the foul murder of brave Captain Forsyth. 

How Halil Takes It. 

The prisoner, Hall, on being asked by a re- 
porter of The Telegraph if he was surprised at 
the result of tho trial, replied: 

“Tam no longer turprised at anything done in 
that court,’’ was the quiet reply, ‘i saw from the 
beginning that the judge would not give me any 
showing if hecould help it. We had no more 
chance than a pack of hounds. I have been as 
considerate as I could heretofore in my re- 
marks, but now that all the harm has been done 
me that can be done, [ propose to speak my mind. 

“The idea of sentencing me to life imprisonment 
for something of which lam no more guilty than 
ababy! ButlIam not yet ready to learn a trade 
at Columbus. We will appeal, of course we will. 
We had an understanding with our lawyers at the 
outset that they were to appeal in case of an un- 
favorable verdict. 

“I don’t believe the supreme court of the United 
States will recognize the right of this court to try 
this case. At any rate, we will see. 

“We had no| showing at all,” Hall 
tinued, broodingly. “In the  tirst 
we ought to have been tried 
we were known, and where our  charac- 
cers could have been truthfully proven. Instead, 
we were carried among strangers, and into a court 
where the judge rules the jury and everything 
else. He wanted to get me where he could sen- 
tence me to death. he verdict willnot be sus- 
tained by the higher court. If it is it will work 
grave injury to the entire south. 

“IT would appeal this case, if for no other reason 
than to hinder the people of this country from 
again being imposed apes in this manner.’ 

‘Was not Sunday a day of terrible suspense to 

on?"? was askeil. 

“Well, of course, it is not pleasant fora man to 
be in such a condition,” replied Hall, with a 
ghastly attemptatasmiie. “We had hopes of a 
more favorable verdict, and we had a right to, be- 
cause public opinion was evidently growing in 
our favor.” 

When the conversation ceased, Hall began his 
slow rounds again, stopping now and then to 
laugh at a remark made by a fellow prisoner, or 
make comment on soiwe commmenplace question. 
No amount of bravado, however, could conceal the 
gravity on his face, and the last thing heard from 
his cell was the slow, resounding tread of his 
footsteps or the iron floor. 

No notice was given in the court yesterday of an 
appeal in behalt of the five convicted men. It 
bad been geenerally supposed that the case would 
be appealed, as a matter of course, but an inter- 
esting point has been raised @ to whether or not 
an appeal is possible. Refer#ing to this point last 
evening @ well-known lawye¥, who is thoroughly 
familiar with the whole case, ex pressed the opinion 
that no appeal was possible under the verdict, 
basing his opinion on the proyision of the federal 
statute providing for appeals where the punish- 
ment is death. 

“in this case,”’ he said, ‘‘the sentence cannot be 
death ; hence, I don’t see how there can be an ap- 
peal.”

THE NEW TURN 


WHICH AFFAIRS AT THE CAPITAL 
Y fe HAVE TAKEN, 


HOAR HAS ACKNOWLEDGED DEFEAT | 


And Admits that There Is No Use of Making 
Any Farther Wrangie Over the 
Force Bill. 


Wasnuincton, January 1.—[{Special.}|— 
Senator Hoar today admitted that the action 
ofthe senate yesterday ended the force bill 
fight. 

“There is no use in my pushing this bill any 
farther,’’ he said. “The eight republican sena- 
tors who voted with the democrats yesterday 
are against the bill, and it wonld be useless 
now to attempt to pass it.” 

Hoar and Edmnnds having given up the 
fight. all the republicans now agree thet the 
bill is dead. The democrats are of the same 
opinion, bat they do not wish to appear too 
confident just now. Henry Cabot Lodge and 
Senator Hoar were loud in denouncing & trade 
between the democrats and the free coinage 
republicans today. All the democrats and 
Senator Teller vigorgusly denied the charge. 
Hoar, however, says that Teller will never be 
able to persuade the country that he did not 
make a trade. However tat may he, the 
force bill is dead, and Hoar is buried with it. 

AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

The old Granny went up to the white house 
this morning to discuss the defeat of his pet 
measure with the president. Harrison Was as 
mad as a hornet, and threatened dire venge- 
ance upon the republican senators who re- 
belled. He insisted that Hoar should bring 
the bill before the senate again if possible and 
have a vote upon it. Hoar, however, replied 
that it would be useless to make such ap at- 
tempt, as it would be impossible to force a 
vote with the opposition, as strong as it was 
demonstrated to be yesterday. 

“Yesterday’s work kills the republican 
party,’’ Hoar is reported to have said, when 
he left the president this morning. 

FREE COINAGE BILL. 

The advocates of the force bill, having 
abandoned that entirely, have now turned their 
attention to defeating the free coinage Dill 
into the debate of which the senate has now 
plunged. But the free coinage amend- 
ment to the financial) Dill is practically 
certain to pass the senate by a large majority. 
The chances are likewise favorable to its adop- 
tion by the house. Reed defeated it last ses- 
sion by arbitrary rulings, but he has positively 
refused to exercise his power as speaker to 
prevent a vote on free coinage this time. He 
is disgusted with the ingratitude shown by the 
president for what he did last session, and has 
frankly informed the anti-free coinage sena- 
tors that he will not be a party to any more 
cirty work to save the president from having 
to sign or veto a free coinage 
bill. A majority of the house, 
like the senate, favors free coinage, 
and unless the bill is smothered in the honse 
committee on coinages, the chances are Mr. 
Harrison will either have it te sign. or veto. 
The silver inen say Harrison will not veto 
it. They say he will probably sign it, and at 
the same time send in a message 5 that

The Day in the Senat 

Messrs. Edmunds, Dixon, Washburne, Hale, 
Gorman and Faulkner were the only senators 
present this. morning when the vice presider:t 
called the senate to order at 10 o'clock, after 
prayer and before the reading of the journal. 

Mr. Edmunds rose and sarcastically suggested 
thatit was proper to give the gentlemen who 
lived in a distant portion of the city an oppor- 
tunity toattend to their legislative duties, and 
moved a recess for thirty minutes, 

But seventeen senators respended to their 
names on Mr. Edmunds’s motion (which, how- 
ever, was defeated), and the call of the senate was 
entered upon, 

No quorum appearing on the call, Mr. Edmunds 
offered, and the senate adopted, a resolution re- 
auesting the sergeant-at-arms to invite absent 
members to appear at their own convenience. 

After the lapse of three-fourths of an hour,a 
quorum appeared and the journal of yesterday’s 
proceedings was read and approved. 

The morning business having Leen concluded, 
the senate resumed consideration of the financial 
bill, and was addressed by Mr. ‘Teller. 

For weeks, he said,a bill had been pending 
before the senate, the importance of which he did 
not underrate; the benevolent purpose of which 
he did not question; yet yesterday, with a full 
knowledge of all the criticism his. action would 
bring, with a full consciousness, however, that 
he was inthe discharge of his duty,as he saw 
it, he had voted to lay that bill 
aside and take up the present measure. He knew 
when he did that that the slander that had been 
perpetrated for the last eight or ten inonths would 
be renewed—at least outside of this chamber, and 
very near to this chamber—to the effect that the 
friends of the free coinage of silver had entered 
into an alliance with the opponents of the elec- 
tion bill for its defeat in return for their votes in 
favor of free coinage. 

During his public life he had never replied to a 
slander against him in the public press, nor inthis 
forum, nor anywhere else. He had left his course 
in life to an#wer all attacks upon him. But there 
were times in every man’s life when the ordinary 
course night be departed from with propricty, 
and there never was a more unfounded slander 
published than the statement t gt there had been 
acombination between the republican senators 
and senaters on the other side, who were vp 
posed tothe clectiona bill.

All that he (Vest) hac ever suid was that 
he had reason to believe that Mr. Cleveland had, 
after further examination, modified, to some ex- 
tent, his opinion in regard to the free coinage of 
silver. But that he had said that Mr. Cleveland 
had taken back al! that he had ever stated on that 
subject, was absolutely without foundation. 

As to the alleged combination between the dem- 
ocratic senators and the silver senators, he denied 
its existence. The statement that there had been 
any agreement, or any understanding, to take up 
oné bill in order to defeat another, was absolutely 
false.. He had been always in favor of the free 
coinage of silver, and he had come to the conclu- 
sion that the time had arrived when the elections 
bill (simply and purely a partisan measure) should 
be laid aside in order that the general demand for 
financial legisiation to relieve the people should 
be met. 

At the close of Mr. Vest’s remarks the senate 
went intw executive session, and when the dovurs 
were reopened, adjourned, 

The Lard Bill. 

Petitions by the thousands are flowing in to 
the senate protesting against the compound 
lard bill. They all charge the bill was drawn 
ih the interest of John Squire & Co., pork 
packers of Boston, 

The commission of army and naval officers 
appointed to select a suitable site, if they 
thought it advisable, fora gun factory at or 
near the gulf coast, have reported against the 
establishment of such a factory.

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THE SHIPPING BILL 


Taken Up in the House—Argument for and 
Against the Measure. 
WASHINGTON, January 6.—In the house, Mr. 
Spooner, of Rhode Island, from the committee on 
military affairs, reportedthe mititary academy ap- 
propriation bill, which was placed upon the cal- 

endar. 

On motion of Mr. Farquhar, of New York, the 
bill was passed to limit and govern changing ves- 
sels’ names; also the bill requiring vessels to dis- 
play their names on both sides of their bows. 

Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois,in the morning hour, 
called up the bill exempting American coastwise 
sailing vessels piloted by licensed masters or by 
United States pilots from the obligation to pay 
state pilots for services not rendered. 

Mr. Cummings, of New York, raised the question 
of consideration. 

The house refused—yeas, 74; nays, 123—to con- 
sider the bill. 

Mr. Dingley called up the bill repealirg the law 
authorizing the president to suspend tonnage 
dues. Alter some debate the bill was passed. | 

Mr. Farquhar, of New York, moved that the 
house go into committee of the whole for consid- 
eration of the shipping bill. 

Mr. Springer moved (as an amendment) that the 
committee consider the bill defining options. Re- 
jected—yeas, %; nays, 10/1. 

Mr. Farquhar's motion was then agreed to— 
yeas, 117; nays, 4%. 

Mr. Burrows took the chairand Mr. Wheeler, of 
Alabama, was accorded the floor in opposition to 
the measure. He opposed it, he said, because it 
took stil more from the hard-earned money of the 
farmer and laborer, He contended that every 
effort heretofore made to build up shipping by 
subsidies had failed and had produced exactly op- 
posite results to What had been expected. 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabaiwa, said that an organized 
lobby had been at work for ten years to press this 
bill through, and it was here now because it saw 
its lastopportunity for years to come. The re- 
publican party was about to go out of power in 
the house. Before it left it proposed to leave as 
a legacy,as its codicil to the McKinley bill, a con- 
stantly increasing debt for the next twenty years. 
If there were any one thing that had been said by 
the people in the election iast November, 
it had been that they were «posed to 
subsidies and bounties. If theré were 
any good reason why a man who 

lowed the sea was any more entitled to a 

ounty than the man who piowed the land, he 
had not heard if It was said that commerce 
followed the flag and by eclaptrap maxims of that 
kind it was expected to §pass this bill. If this 
was true, the American flag disappearing, 
American commerce should al-o be falling in'o 
“innocuous desuetude.” Kut what was the fact? 
In 1860 the United States did 70 per cent of its 
foreign carrying trade, now it did buti2', per 
cent, but in the meantime the cummerce of the 
country had steadily increased, so that com- 
merce did not follow the flag. He oppored the 
bill on the vround that it wou'!d grant subsidies to 
useless vessels. Under its provision any sort of 
vessel could secure subsidy. Under them the 
United States would never get a single vessel 
which would be worth a cent to the navy. 
. Mr. Faquhar asserted that if the bill passed 
within two years the sea would be covered by ves- 
sels carrying the American flay. 

Mr. Herbert replied that that assertion was 
meoery a prediction. Why not put a provision in 
the bill 
which was not calculated to do proper work and 
would net be available for use in the navy? If 
this was done, he might vote for the measure. 
Three times had the system of subsidies been 


tried by the United States and three times had it | 


been abandoned. 

Pending the conclusion of Mr. Herbert's re- 
marks, the committee rose and the. house ad- 
journed.

THE CORRESPONDENCE IN THE CASE. 
Why General Schofield’s Letter of Thanks 
to the Seventh Kegiment Was With- 
held by General Miles. 

OmAHA, January 6.—The Bee has the fol- 
lowing from its staff correspondent at Pine 
Ridge agency: The announcement of the 
suspension of General Forsythe came like a 
flash, and created amazement in some minds. 
Official mouths are closed to all inquiries on 
the subject. It will probably become known 
to the general pubiic, however, Jater on. The 
unfortunate disposition of troops, making it 
possible for them to do cross-firing, with the 
resultof killing one another, .constitutes a 
part and possibly the greater part of the 

foundation for Forsythe’s suspension. 

The seriousness of the situation is increas- 
ing. Short Bull, the leading hostile chief, 
who has distinguished himse)f all along during 
this trouble by never fora moment consider- 
ing any of the overtures lvoking to an amicable 
settiement, but who has stuck to his lairin 
the Bad Lands, and has now assumed com- 
inand of a great body of hostiles, last night 
told our spies that he would take this agency 
if it cost every warrior he had. 

THE HALF-BREEDS ALARMED. 

Half-breeds here have been informed by 
friends and relatives, some of whom have 
been among the  hostiles, that they had 
betier immediately move their families a long 
distance from the agency, as a great raid and 
massacre were ceriain. The half-breeds are 
showing us what they think of this informa- 
tion by getting their families out of here with 
arush. Government Herder John Dwyer and 
Issue Clerk Pugh have both discovered, 
through their Indian friends of years’ standing, 
that a raid and massacre have been fuily de- 
cided upon and maturely planned. 

General Mies is thoroughty conversant with 


‘all the facts and hiwself says that our situa- 


tion is exceedingly critical. There are less 
than 600 soldiers here now, all told. 
BURYING THE DEAD. 

The party sent to Wounded Knee to bury 
the dead Indians returned late last night. They 
found and buried eighty-four bucks and sixty- 
three sguaws and children. It was also found 
that three had been buried by the Indians. In 
addition to this total of 152, we have heard 
now and then of others who have been carried 
away by the hogtiles. Scouts suilicient to 
swell the number of dead Indians, as a result 
of the battie of Wounded Knee, to fully 200, 
with several others yet to die in improvised 
hospitals here. | 

A litt!e Indian baby girl, about three months 
old, being one of the two miraculous survivors 
of the battle of Wounded Knee, and who lay 
for three days beside the dead body of its 
mother, has been adopted by Mrs. Allison 
Nailor, a wealthy lady of Washington. 

THE BOARD OF INQUIRY. 

Major Whiteside, Colonel Carr and Captain 
Baldwin, the latter of the Fifth infantry, have 
been selected as a board of inquiry into Gen- 
eral Forsythe’s case. The board will sit as 
soon as possible and the sessions will probably 
be open. 

THE “FRIENDLIRES’”’’ REQUEST. 

The Bee also has the following from Pine 
Ridge agency: Jack Red Cloud ands 
small party of friendlies came in from the 
hostile camp last evening. They asked that 
the Indians now at the agency be sent out to 
help the Indians who tied from the agency on 
the night of the battle of Wounded Knee, to 
get away from the hostiles. The authorities 
look upon the request with distrust and re- 
serve their decision. 

A GREAT FIGHT EXPECTED. 

Father Stephanie, a Jesuit missionary, has 
left for the east, although he remained here but 
forty-eight hours or so. He ig authoritatively 
said to have successfully drawn upon some of 
the best sources of information among the 
hostiles. As he was leaving he said to me: 

“T ain convinced there will be more blood- 
shed and thatthe greatest fight is yet tocome.” 

Regarding the condition of Father Craft, 
who was stabbed in the battle of Wounded 
Knee, Father Stephanie said: 

‘We can now tell nothing at all ahout how 
he iscoming out of it. I would give ver 
little for his life as matters now stand wit 
him.’’ | 

ATTACKING A WAGON TRAIN. 

Sr. Louis, January 6.—A specia) from the 
camp near Wounded Knee creek, South Da- 
kota, gives the particulars of another engage- 
ment which took place at that point yesterday 
morning. A detachment had been sent out 
from camp to meet a wagon train with supplies 
for the camp, and when ten miles out the 
wagons were found besieged by a band of 100 
Indians. Seeing the troops approaching, the 
redskins scattered in ail directions, but imme- 
diately returned to the attack on finding the 
small number of men in the detachment, A 
courier was sent back to camp for 
reinforcements, butin the meantime the inces- 
sant fire was kept up on both sides, resulting 
in the wounding of one soldier and the killing 
and wounding of several Indians, tiie exact 
number of which could not be ascertained, as 
the reds carried their dying and wounded 
away.

OF WHE ASSASSINATION ON DR. 
FELTON’S FARM. 


“The Murdered Man Was a Systematic Thief, 


and Was Slain by Some of His Own Gang, 
to Keep Him from Betraying Them. 


Cartersviiuz, Ga., January 6.—{Special.] 
Tl:ere are some interesting developments in 
the death of Jordan Franklin, the colored man 
who was killed in his own house the night 
after New Year's. 

Jordan has been renting land from some At- 
lanta man. Hehashada good, easy time of 
it for several years. The neighbors saw him 
hauling wood to town and selling it, when he 
owned no wood to sell, but what was every- 
body’s business was nobody’s as usual. He 
made no crop, to speak of, but when the fall of 
the year came on he began tocarry more cot- 
ton to the gin than any small farmer in 
the neighborhood. He ginned a bale every 
week or so, and his patch was like the widow’s 
cruse of oil, it just kept turning off cotton. 
Finally it was all out of the patch, and still he 
could carry a bale or so to the gin every few 
weeks. That wasa miracle that puzzled the 
folks. 

On Dr. Felton’s farm,near by,the negro ten- 
ants became lawless and refused to pick cotton, 
so Jordan sent his folks over to help get out the 
doctor’s crop. They got big wages, but the 
cotton the doctor sent to the gin made light 
bales, while Jordan’s bales were heavy. 

HIS METHODS EXPOSED. 

One night Jordan was on his way from town 
with the wagon, as usual, after hauling some- 
body’s wood. A young man in the neighbor- 
hood saw the wagon was empty—when it was 
near Dr. Felton’s farm. He was out warning 
road hands, and went in and ont the different 
tenant hiuses for that purpose. About 8 
o'clock or 9 o’clock he overtook Jordan in the 
read, and, to his surprise, Jordan had a load of 
something in sacks that looked very much like 
seed cotton. Springing on behind the wagon, 
he asked if he might r.de through the branch 
—as it was dark and muddy. Jordan said yes, 
because it was too late to say no. 

“What's this you are taking home, Jor- 
dan ?”’ 

‘Nothing but wheat bran, dat I bought from 
Mr. Frank Daniel to feed my cattle.’ 

To make sure the young man pinched the 
bran, and it had cotton seed in it, for sure, if 
bran it was. 

Somebody let the doctor know about the 
bran, and it was discovered that Mr. Daniel 
had sold Jordan no bran. 

Next day Jordan hauled a big load of cotton 
tothe gin. Thedoctor went over and found 
there was a lot of cotton sold by Jordan, but 
he was told that Jordan sold it (before it was 
vinned, this time) forthe cash. Two or three 


owned up—confessed—and turned state's evi- 
dence to save his own hide. 

Some negro tenants on Dr. Felton’s farm 
stole the cotton, after it was picked and the 
picking paid for, and then loaded up Jordan’s 
wagon aiter dark, as he returned from his daily 
trip to town—and Jordan’s evidence put a 
dark look on several of these idle, lawless 
acamps. 

Court will be in session ina few days. Al- 
ready there were three of the thievesin jail 
awaiting trial, but two were left outside to get 
a little more information from without their 
suspecting the reason of their liberty. 

Last Friday night Jordan was in his house— 
getting ready togoto bed. His wife was in 
bed, and his childzyen also. Somebody called 
at the door, telling Jordan to come out—that 
Dr. Felton wanted to see him at his house 
right at once. 

THE FATAL NIGHT. 

The poor man, probably suspecting rough 
treatment, replied that he couldn’t go—would 
goin the morning. 

**No,you can’t,Jordan ; he sent me arteraou. 
aes his dog ’long here now and he’! fight 
yer « Come ’long, he say yer must come.’’ 
. Jordan then said, ‘‘Come inside and tell me 
*pout it.”” And one of the two men came in 
with a gun barrel in front of him. He in- 
stantly placed it at Jordan’s heart and fired. 
The unfortunate negro attempted to knock the 
eos down, but the whole load tore through his 

wels, scattering his entrails ali over the floor 
in his rear. The wretches had loaded the 
weapon with slugs, pieces of steel, a piece of 
steel portmonnaie clasp be ng. picked up from 
the gory mass on the tloor. They intended to 
tear him to pieces, and they succeeded, 

He lingered for several hours in terrible tor- 
ture, until death relieved hisagony. He lived 
long enough to te!l who murdered him—said it 
was the brother of the thicves in jail, and one 
of the gang who had been implicated in the 
cotton-stealing and permitted to run at large 
to catch more that were suspected. There are 
others still at large upon whom suspicion 
strongly rests, and itis to be hoped the law 
will ferret out the whole knayish gang and 
mete out the rigid punishment their conduct 
deserves. 

They stopped Jordan’s mouth as a witness, 
but he being dead, speaks still louder than 
ever. The whole community is in a ferment 
over the terrible crime, and the danger that 
lurks behind these desperate villains and mur- 
derers, unless they are kept in the chaingang-

THE STRIKES IN SCOTLAND. 


General Skirmishes Between the Police and 


the Men. 

GLASGOW, January 6.—The disturbances caused 
by the evictions of railroad strikers from quarters 
provided for them by railroad companies have not 
ceased, in spite ofthe presence on the scene of 
évictions of large forces of police, backed up by 
troops. The rioting was resumed today at Coast 
Bridge, about nine miles from here, on Monkland 
canal, the chief center of iron mannfacture in 
Scotland. Police and troops, who now have been 
continuously on duty for forty-eight hours,passed 
a wearisome night, as the strikers, now driven to 
extreme desperation, are making the wildest 
threats. 

However, the strikers practically abstained from 
violence through the night, but this morning they 
mustered at an early houraboutthe dormitory at 
Coatsbridge, occupied by the non-union men who 
had been employed in place of the strikers. After 
pelting the building with stones, the rioters made 
a rush forward and stormed it in the most ap- 
proved fashion. The police on duty at that spot 
made a gallant defense, using thew batons freely 
and charging the strikers in spite of the showers 
uf stones hurled at them onall sides. During the

GOVERNOR HILL’S MESSAGE. 
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Organization of the New York Legislature— 
The Democrats on Deck. 

ALBANY, January 6.—The assembly was called 
to order at 11 o’clock tms morning, and immedi- 
ately elected its officers. For the first time in 
inany years the democrats controlled the body. 
William F. Sheehan was elected speaker, receiving 
sixty-six votes, against fifty-six cast for Milo M. 
Acker, candidate of the republicans. Mr. Shee- 
han briefly addressed thé assembly, after which 
minor officers were elected in accordance with the 
programme. The governor's message was then 
Governor Hill says: 

“In entering upon the seventh and last year of 
my service as chief executive of the state, I will 
not affect to conceal my gratification of the fact 
that for the first time during the past seven years, 
the popular branch of the legislature is in political 
accord with the executive. I congratulate you 
and the people of the state that notwithstanding 
the existence of the unfair and unjust apportion- 
ment, the popular voice has at last found expres- 
sion in the selection of one house of the legisla- 
ture, which is in harmony with the sentiments of 
@ majority of the people.” 

DOES NOT WANT A THIRD TERM. 

The first paragraph of the above is accepted as 
an official announcement that he will not be. a 
candidate for a third term. The governor: cills 
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upon the legislature to provide foran enumera- | 
tion of the people of the state, im order that a | 
“fair and just apportionment may follow in due | 


time.”” Headvises a general revision of the excise 
laws to the end that they may be more easily un- 
derstood and enforced, but expresses the opinion 
that the present license charges are high enough. 
Inthat portion of his wessage devoted to the 
‘interests of labor,”’ the governor advocates the 
compulsory arbitration of disputes between cor- 
porations and their employes. He calls the at- 
tention of the legislature to the fact that there is 
at present no law regulating the employment of 
Pinkerton detectives during labor strikes,. and 
suggests the advisability of framing a statute 
either to prohibit the employment, or to define 
the functions, regulate the duties, and restrict the 
powers of such “detective” organization, 
DENOUNCES THE FORCE BILL. 

The governor denounces the “election bill,” and 
says that the United States senate is ignoring 
pressing legislative business in order to push 
through this “revolutionary measure.’ He urges 
the legislature, ‘“‘by resolution or otherwise, as 
may seem best, to express so emphatically its con- 
demnation of the proposed legislation that the 
united voice of New York’s representatives in 
congress may be secured toavert trom the state 
and country the evil effects of so unwise a law.” 
He recommends such legislation and liberal action 
as will enable the state to make an exhibit of the 
state’s resources at the coming world’s fair, 


THE TENNESSEE LEGISLATURE, 


Senator-Elect Galloway Publishes His Duel- 
ing Kecerd. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 6.—[{Special.]|—Tem- 
porary organization was effected in the f..rty-sey- 
enth general assembly yesterday by the election of 
A. J. Coates, of Hardeman, temporary speaker of 
the senate, and W. L. Ledgerwood, of Knox, tem- 
porary speaker of the house. When Colonel M. C. 
Galloway, of Shelby, took the oath he filed an ex- 
planation ca'ling attention to the fact that it was 
necessary for members totake an oath that they 
had not ‘directly or indireetly given, accepted or 
knowingiv carried a challenge in writing or other- 
wise, and not aided or took part in any duel.”

He said he had been guilty of 
all these forbidden offenses, and were he to take 
other oaths, explanations or qualifications ac- 
cording to the literal meaning of the Enylish lan- 

uage, he could be placed inthe attitude of swear- 
ing that which is not true, and subject himself to 
the charge of perjury. Hethen called attention 
to a recent decision of the supreme court of Ten- 
nessee. ‘The decision declarvs. in language plain 
and explicitly clear and unmistakable, 
that =e in another state is not a 
bar to a office in Tennessee; 
that “to tight «a duel, to aid or abet in one, to give 
or bear a challenge in Arkansas, is no offense 
against the laws of Tennessee ;”’ that the claus» of 
the constitution on the subject of duelin applies 
solely and entirely to dueling within the state, 
and, therefore, as a legal, logical sequence, de- 
cides that the oath applies solely and entirely to 
otfenses committed within the jurisdiction of this 
state. He was sworn in.

HEPHZIBAH 


And Gives an Account of Absolom White 
Rhodes and His Wife Susan—An Aged 
Couple with a Quaint History. 


Heruziman, Ga., January 6.—[Special.}— 
Uncle Billy Bowers has been on @ visit to 
Absalom White Rhodes, who was born in 
what is now Union county, South Carolina, 
March 27, 1811. Mr. Rhodes moved to 
Richmond county in 1815 and then to 
Burke county in 1819, and back to Rich- 
mond in 1823, being twelve years old at that 
time. From that date till now he has lived 
in the same house—sixty-eight years—in this 
thriving little village, fourteen miles south- 
west of Augusta. 

He was married to Miss Susan Cooper 
White, of Spartanburg, S. C., on the 22d day 
of September, 1836. He engaged in the 
service of the United States, as mail carrier, 
July 1, 1852, fJand from that time till the 
present, with the exception of a few years, 
has been in the service of Uncle Sam, filling 
positions as nail carrier, mail contractor, and 
postmaster,etc. During all that time—a period 
of about forty years—has never failed to be on 
time, never has failed to make connection 
with other mail routes, has never delayed the 
forwarding or delivery of any mail matter, 
whether in or outside of the mail pouch. He 
has long been a faithful and consistent mem- 
ber of the Missionary Baptist church. He is 
very stout for one of his years, being about 
four score. He served as census enumerator 
in 1880, and again as such in the 
year 1891. His postoftice has been a distri- 
buting point tor mail matter since 1852, and 
until 1878 without government emoluments. 
During 1878 his place was designated a post- 
office by the postoffice department. _The old 
man is familiarly called ‘Uncle Absey,” and 
his home is always open to friends. 

Mrs. Susan C. Rhodes, wife of Uncle Absey, 
was bornin Union county, South Carolina, 
June 30, 1812, moved to Spartanburg, S. C., in 
1819, was baptized October 24, 1830. She is 
a faithful and worthy member of the 
church, taking a deep interest. in ad- 
vyancing the cause of the Redeemer’s 
kingdom. She is the mother of five sons and 
four daughters. Only two of the sons are liv- 
ing. The daughters are all living. The eldest 
and youngest being a son and daughter, are 
living with their parents. Mrs. Rhodes is an 
ornament to the cause she espouses. She is 
known to all her acquaintances as “Aunt 
Susan.”? The Rhodes family in Hephzibah 
consists of Uncle Absey, Aunt Susan, the 
eldest son, R. L. Rhodes, his wife and son 
Waltei, and the old man’s youngest daughter, 
Miss Mollie, making six in all. 

Uncle Billy Bowers says the Rhodes house 
and family make him think of his grandfather 
Bowers’s house and family. While not noted 
for putting on extras and high-tlyifg airs, yet 
is noted for neatness, good order, simpiicity, 
convenience and everything substantial—a 
place for everything and everything in its 
place. Uncle Billy will add that the man 
who wins the heart’s affection of the remain- 
ing single daughter will secare to himself life’s 
most desirable fortune. While Uncle Billy 
does not profess to be a Solomon, yet he flat- 
ters himself that he has some knowledge of 
the characteristics necessary to constitute the 
general makeup of a woman who will make a 
good wife. 


SNOW TWO MILES DEEP. 


N. B. Lazard's Experience While Prospect- 
ing in Alaska. 
From The Chicago Tribune. 

‘Yes, I have been in a country where the 
snow is two miles deep,” said F. B. Lazard, 
a mining expert from Tombstone, Ariz., at the 
Palmer house yesterday. Mr. Lazard was in 
the east during the recent snow-storm, and 
was talking. about what the people in Penn- 
sylvania called a blizard. 

‘They thought the two-foot fall of snow was 
something to talk about,” continued the vis- 
itor, ‘but if they would visit Alaska about 200 
miles up the Yukan river they would find 
snow that for miles is so thick that the banks 
almost reach the skies. If it keeps on accu- 
mulating as fast as it has during the last ten 
years, scientific men will not beable tosay 
the earth is round. 

“T was in Alaska iin the consflake region in 
1885, and that year the snowfall was quite 
heavy. Snow that falls there remaines, for 
it never melts. A prospector named Jim 
Thomas was with me during that trip, and 
one beautifull morning he fell from a glazier 
about 100 feet. The fall broke both his legs, 
one of his arms, and crushedin severald ribs, 
besides injuring him internally. He was con- 
scious when I reached him, and he told me he 
knew he was going to die. He begged me to 
see that his mother and sister in theeast re- 
ceived all the property he had left in Harris- 
burg. I promised, and have fulfilled the 
trust. Just before he died he asked me to 
pray for him, and, for the first time since I 
had knelt beside my mother when a littie buy‘ 
I got down on my Knees and asked God to re- 
ceive the soul that was about to depart. I 
prayed as I never have prayed since and I 
meant all Isaid. There was asmile on poor 
Thomas’ face when I said ‘Amen,’ and with a 
most peacefull expression on his countenance 
he breathed his last: I buried him in the 
snow, and today if his body could be found I 
know it would look as natural as the moment 
he died— peaceful expression and all.”’ 

Mr. Lazard aiso had some thrilling experi- 
ences with the Apaches. Awhile hiding ina 
chaparral and not daring to move for fear of 
his own life, he witnessed atrocities upon a 
mother and daughter, the recital of which 
explains why army officsrs prefer to shoot 
their wives rather than let them fal) into the 
hands of the savages. ‘‘Afterward,’’ said Mr. 
Lazard, “I had the satisfaction of shooting 
down two of the wretches and of. sticking a 
knife into them. I tell you the only good 
Indian is a dead Indian.”

SOME EXPLANATION. 

“The average attendance,’’ said the commis- 
sioner, **will be in the neighborhood of 230,000. 
lrom these figures I estimate that the schoo!s 
ean be run five months, 100 days, on a basis of 
&4.89 per scholar for the term. That is paying 
the teachers better, which is the surest way, I 
think, of improving the schools. 

“The income from the Western 
and Atlantic does not show as great an in- 
crease over last year as was generally ex- 
pected, because the apportionment must 
correspond to the fiscal year, which is from 
July 1, 1890, to July 1, 1891. So for six 
months the renta! is at the old price, and for 
ix months at the new. Only half the 
rental of the road goes to the common school 
fund. ;

This last 1tem will be a considerable 
part.of the estimate for this year, for I am go- 
ing to go into every section, and if practicable, 
into every county of the state, doing what I 
can to enthuse the people in educational mat- 
ters and toshow them the necessity for build- 
ingap the common school system. 

' WHAT THE LEGISLATURE DID. 

“Every day I get letters of inquiry about the 
Jackson dill, the Boifeuillet bill, the F:eming 
bill and others. The impression is that these 
bills passed and are now laws. ‘So that many 
people think that the appropriation is much 
larger thanitis, and are anticipating a six 
montis’ school term. The teachers, too, are 
writing to know what arrangement is being 
made for their payment quarterly, as the Boi- 


feuillet bill provides. 

“So that, in a general way, mores expected 
dy uninformed people than can possibly be 
doue with the fund available. Many legisla- 
tors were elected, pledged to secure a six 
months’ term. 

“But they fell short of that. None of those 
important school measures were passed.

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The Kansas Senatorial Election. 

The situation in the Kansas senatorial 
contest presents some very interesting 
phases. 


The general assembly ts composed of 165_ 


members, forty in the senate and 125 in the 
house. Of the senators thirty-eight are re- 
publicans, two alliancemen and one a demo- 
crat. The honse contains twenty-six repub- 


democrats, 
vote against Ingalls and there are ninety- 
.. three of them, or ten more than the number 
dt takes to elect. 

' In addition to this it is stated that four 
republican senators, Rush, King, Gillette 
and Elliston refuse to vote for Ingalis. 

Under this state of affairs it would seem a 
matter of impossibility to elect Ingalls, buta 
returning-board scheme to put him in has 
been hinted at? Nineteen new ccunties have 
organized and elected representatives to the 
legislature. These representatives are all 
republicans and may be counted on to vote 
for Ingalls. If admitted they would give 
him seventy-three votes, and it is said that 
he would get five from disgruntled demo- 
cratic members. He would need five more 
votes. With three orfour alliance candi- 
datesin the field, he hopes to get enough 
alliance votes to give him a majority. 

This is a very pretty scheme, but the 
question arises. How will the nineteen get in 
over the votes of the alliancemen? They 
will hardly do so when it is questionable 
whether they are entitled to representation. 
‘The scheme hinted at is that the whole 
thing will be thrown into a deadlock, and 
then Ingalls will be appointed by the repub- 
lican governor to represent the state until 
the legislature cau settle the question of 
credentials. 

The republican senate at Washington 
would be relied on in the meantime to do 
the partisan thing in giving Ingalls all the 
recognition he needed at that end of the line. 
These are desperate tactics, but there is 
hardly anything the republicans are incapa- 
ble of. It‘must not be forgotten, however, 
that the liayseeds are not fools, and with a 
comfortable majority they will be likely to 
nip such a scheme in the bud.

Not the North. 

The Chicago Inter Ocean, a ribald and 
rancorous organ of republican bourbonism, 
takes exception to the charge made by THE 
CONSTITUTION that the real issue behind 
the force bill] is the desire of those who are 
most eager for its adoption to retard the 
wonderful progress of the south and cripple 
its industries. Although it quotes what THE

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle of 
Saturday brings its statements of the over- 
land movement and cotton consumption 
down to the close of December. ‘The mar- 
keting of cotton has been on #very liberal 
scale during December, the aggregate 
amount brought into sight reaching 1,646,- 
229 bales, a total never surpassed except in 
October of the current year. 

The gross amount of cotton marketed 
overland in December bas been even greater 
than the phenomenally heavy total of No- 
vember, reaching 337,075 bales, against 526,~ 
294 bales last year, and 310,695 bales in 1888. 
There is, therefore, a gain over 1889 in the 
total for the season to date of 93.318 bales, 
and compared with 1888 the excess reaches 
58,008 bales. The roads running out of St. 
Louis and Louisville have benefited most

The net for the month has also been of 
large proportions, but is some 26,000 bales 
less than in the previous month, being 227,- 
166 bales.

There has been a heavy movement of cot- 
ton through the outports the past month, 
the aggregate net receipts being 1,195,068 
bales, against 1,116,928 bales in December, 
1889, and 1,103,713 bales in the same month 
of 1888. Compared witha year ago, the 
total for the season to date now records a 
gain of 176,440 bales, and the increase over 
1888 is 710,137 bales. | 

The exports to foreign ports for the month 
have been in excess of the like pe- 
riods of 1889 and 1888, the 
ments being, respectively, 875,920 bales, 
862,001 bales, and 835,462 bales. The ag- 
gregate for the months is 22,662 bales greater 
than last year, and 585,556 bales heavier 
than in 1888. ‘There has been a considera- 
ble addition to the stocks at outports, which,

A Slander on the South. 

In a recent editorial on southern immigra- 
tion THE CONSTITUTION called attention to 
the hostile attitude of certain western news- 
papers to the south—notably the attack 
which had been made upon this section by 
The Omaha Bee.

Living south during 
the last fifteen years, | have travéied over almost 
every state, and I warn the eastern, northern and 
western peop'e not to come to any such poor, yel- 
low ground country as this, where southern peo- 
ple starve themselves. Come here yourself, Mr. 
Editor, any time between this and February, and 
at the railroad stations you will see people mov- 
ing away by the hundreds. Others are moving 
with their teams to Texas and the west. And so 
you find it in every southern state, Louisiana and 
south Arkansas alone excepted. ‘This is the plain 
truth. Take notice, you northern people, and let 
well enough alone. FRIEND TO ALL. 


Our contemporary lays great stress upon 
this letter which, it says, was called* out 
solely by the truth of its statements concern- 
ing the south. But it has been misled and 
imposed upon again. Any energetic, enter- 
prising northern man who knows anything 
at all of the south will be ready to deny such 
reckless and untruthful statements as are 
contained in this Atlanta letter of “A 
Friend to All.’’ A man who has failed in 
his own enterprises, through his own fault— 
who would fail anywhere, might have 
written such a letter, being reckless what he 
does to spite the world, but none other could 
have written it. 

It misrepresents the south in every line 

and no one need be frightened by it.«North- 
ern and western men who are rapidly ac- 
cumulating wealth in the south will bear 
witness that it isa libel, and promptly de- 
nounce it if necessary. Being anonymous 
the letter carries no weight withit, and even 
if it bore the signature of this self-consti- 
tuted ‘‘Friend to All’’ it would stil] bea 
libel. " 
Our credulous western contemporary 
should be careful and suspicious of ‘such 
communications; but as its main object is to 
stay, if possible, the tide of immigration 
which 1s flowing southward, it must neces- 
sarily misrepresent and countenance mis- 
representation.

ANOTHER FORGERY. 


MORRIS, THE MISSING BANK CASH- 
IER, 18 IN If. 


A Deed Given. to Secure Money Advanced on 
Notes, Which the Man Whose Signa- 
ture It Bears Says Is a Forgery. 


Another forgery. 

Charged w the account of J. E. Morris, the 
absconding cashier of the Southern Loan and 
Banking Company. 

This time it is a deed. 

Theamount involved is $490, andthe bank 
implicated is the Germania Loan and Banking 
Company. 

It will be remembered that Mr. C. J. 
Simmons was endorser for certain notes 
of Morris, on the Neal Loan 
and Banking Company to the amount 
of $400. These are the notes which Morris 
said he had destroyed without having them 
discounted, but one of which recently turned 
up in the handsof Mr. Redwine with date, 
amount and payee altered. 

It will also be remembered that in consid- 
sideration of having endorsed these notes, Mr. 
Simmons was to share’ the profits in a certain 
real estate transaction, to consummate which 
Morris represented. that he must have the $400 
for which Mr. Simmons endorsed in good 
faith. 

Mr. Simmons, however, never received his 
share in the profits of the trade, Morris refus- 
ing to pay it over because, as he, alleged, be 
had not used the notes in question. 

It now develops that the way in which 
Morris made this real estate deal was very 
Shady. Thisisinteresting because it is the 
groundwork for all, or most all of the other 
questionable practices of the absent cashier. 

Morris was to buy two pieces of property 
from a Mr. Wright. One piece he was to keep 
for himself, and the other he was to transfer to 
Mr. B. F. Dewberry, to whom he had solditata 
profit of $400 before he really closed the orig- 
inal deal with Mr. Wright. 

The transaction with Mr. Wright was made 
all in good form. 

One deed was to Morris and the other direct 
to Mr. Dewberry, Morris’s customer. 

Here is the questionable part of the business. 

Mr. Dewberry paid Mr. Wnght through 
Morris for the property purchased by him, all 
except the $400 profit which was to go to 
Morris, as the middie man. 

To cover these $400, Mr. Dewberry gave 
Morris a lot of notes, with interest added. 
The notes were for small amounts and ran 
through four or five years. 

After receiving the notes Morris took them 
to the Germania Loan and Banking Company 
to have them cashed. 

Of course he could net get them discounted 
without giving good security, so he agreed to 
give a deed to certain real estate—that which 
he had sold to Mr. Dewberry, and his profits 
on which deal the $400 in notes represented. 

Morris accordingly endorsed the notes to the 
Germania Loan and Banking Company, and 
gave as security a deed on the property in 
question. 

This deed contained what purported to be 
the signature of Mr. Dewberry, and purported 
to be witnessed by Mr. T. W. Birney, a notary 
public who occupied an office in the same 
building with Morris. 

Several days ago when Morris’s crookedness 
began to be shown up, Mr. Simmons had occa- 
sion to look into this part of the business. 

Mr. Dewberry called at his office and said 
most positively that he never signed any such 
deed as that held by the Germania Loan and 
Banking Company, which was recorded July 
Slat, last. 

He asserts that if his name is attached to 
such @ paper it is a forgery. 

My.'Bewberry isan engineer on the Air- 
Line road, and lives on Johnson avenue. 

He was out on a run yesterday and could not 
be seen personally by the reporter. Mr. Sim- 
mons, however, stated positively that Mr. 
Dewberry had told him that any such deed was 
a forgery. 

Mr. Birney, the notary public, is also out of 
town, in Washington, D. C., attending the 
The deed only bears 
Mr. Birney’s signature, without his seal, and 
it is possible that this is a forgery. 

“The only reason I ever had anything to do 
with Morris,” said Mr. Simmons yesterday, 
“‘was because he came from my home, and al] 
his people were my close friends. His family 
is one of the best in the state, and when 
Morris came here seeking his fortune in busi- 
ness [ naturally felt like lending him a heip- 
ing band.’’ 

There may be further

If you want 
to enhance the value of your land from $30 to $100 
per acre, grow clover and timothy onit. It van 
© done in ten years, or less time. When I was 
in Your city at the Cotton exposition 1 tried to 
convince some of my old friends of the truth of 
this assertion, but they conciuded that the ex- 
periment was tov expensive. My experience is 
that it takes venturers to make merchants. If [ 
was in your state [ would certainly try my plan.

THE CASE AGAINST C. D. BARKER 
FAILS OF A VERDICT. 


An Interesting Trial that Has Attracted a 
Good Deal of Attention—Some- 
thing About Libel. 


A mistrial was declared in the case of the 
State against Mr. C. D. Barker, charged with 
criminal libel. The jury, after remaining out 
all night, was brought into court yesterday 
morning at 9 o'clock, when they stated that 
they could not agree upon a verdict, 

Thus ends the first chapter of a case which 
promises to be a “cause celebre’”” in the crim- 
inal court, 

The case was hotly and ably contested, both 
by the state and defense. Hon. Charlie Hin, 
solicitor general, represented the state, while 
Mr. C. T. Ladson, Mr. W.T. Albert and Judge 
Will Haight took care of the interests of the 
defendant. 

As will be remembered, Mr. Venable and Mr. 
Todd were opposing candidates in the late 
senatorial race. During the canvass there ap- 
peared in The Southern Star, a temperance 
paper published and edited by Mr. Barker, 
two paragraphs concerning Mr. Venable and 
his candidacy for the oftice, which, it was 
claimed, vilitied and defamed him. An in- 
dictment by the grand jury followed, 

At the trial on Monday the defendant 
claimed that he did no write the articles 
in question; that he at first refused to allow 
them inserted in his paper, but being assured 
by the author that the statements therein 
made were true, and believing them to be true 
himself upon such assurances, he allowed them 
to be printed, but did so in good faith, and not 
outof any personal malice towards. Mr. Ven- 
able. 

The state claimed that it made no difference 
whether Mr. Barker believed the, matter to be 
true or not, he was guilty, nevertheless,

The defendant’s counsel claimed that the | 


law had always been that, where a candidate 
offered himself to the voters for office, a 
newspaper could criticise his conduct and 
mental and moral qualifications, however 
severely, and the editor thereof could not be 
convicted of criminal libel, provided the 
jury believed that the publication was made 
with a view to honestly put the voters on 
notice, and not to vent private malice. 

That such communications,- thus made in 
good faith, were privileged communications, 
and malice could not be presumed upen the 
fade of the libel, as in the case of-a publication 
concerning @ mau in his individual capacity. 

The case seems to hinge upon this point, and 
the jury, as stated above, could notagree. It 
1s reported that the jury stood ten for acquittal 
and two for conviction ; another report made it 
seven for acquittal and five for conviction. 

The case has excited a good deal of interest. 
Solicitor General Hill has expressed an inten- 
tion of giving the case another trial next 
week, and on its ultimate disposal hinges the 
fate of the cases against Messrs. Gébrge Evans 
and Woodward, indicted for similar offenses.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 6.—The action of the na- 
tional senate in abandoning the election bill and 
taking up the financial measure, which the street 
supposed had been brought about by coalition of a 
portion of the majority favoring free coinage with 
the minority, furnishes a key to the change in the stock 
market today. The action, it is supposed, opens the 
door to the free coinage act, which the street sup- 
posed had been finally disposed of, and the bears used 
this supposition as the handle by which to hammer 
certain stocks downward and thus affect the general 
list adversely. The Omaha bridge matter was also 
used with considerable effect to deter would-be buyers, 
and in connection with the specially vigorous attack 
upon Rock Island, which was forced off 2 per cent, 
there were further losses established in the general 
list during the forenoon. The temper of speculation, 
however, underwent a marked change for the better 
later in the day. There was at the opening a con- 
tindance of selling for foreign account, which has 
been such a feature of the dealings of late, and this 
also gave its influenceinthe making up of lower 
quotations at the start. Concessions from last 
night’s figures, however, were slight in all cases, and 
in the decline which followed there was no marked 
impression made outside of Rock Island, which yielded 
2 per cent, and Colorado Coal, which lost 1 per cent. 
A revulsion of feeling came at noon, and from that 
time there was a steady, though in most cases slow, 
appreciation, which finally placed most of the active 
stocks on a slightly higher level than that of the open- 
ing. Louisville and Nashville was the leader in this 
ativance, notwithstanding the fact that rumors in 
yegard to the dividend were still circulated freely. 
A strong point in the list, however, was New England, 
which became prominent in the upward movement in 
the last hour, after yielding only a fraction. It stands 
alone in showing material improvement for the day. 
The market rctained its strong tone to the close, 
which was active at the best prices of the day.

JUST HOW IT STANDS. 

“The matter stands just this way in my 
mind,’’ said Captain J. W. English, a promi- 
inént director, yesterday, ‘‘that it is more to be 
judged by the citazens than by the directors 
whether there must be an exposition in 1891 
ofr. not. : 

“Asa citizen, lam in favor of holding the 
fair every year, and even every six months if 
we could keep it upinits great work for the 
city aud section, as it has been all along, here- 
tofore. Asa director, however, I am rather 
opposed to having a fair this year. It seems to 
be expected of the directors to go 
down in their pockets and _ sustain 
this great enterprise for other people’s benetit, 
and yetexpect to be sneered at as to compensa- 
tion if by chance of bad weather we are left 
wut in the cold to whistle for our money after 
the show is over and our pockets are emptied. 
liow I hate to say I am in favor of post- 
poning the exposition this year, 
because I know as well as any- 
body how greata good itis to Atlanta every 
year. ButI do sayif the people of Atlanta 
don’t take it more favorably to themselves 
to build up. this undertaking, I, for one, am 
willing to let them face conscience with a per 
fect knowledge of wreaking their own in- 
jury. 

EVERY TWO YEARS. 
- "For reasons of this’ kind alone, I took the 
position at the last meeting of the directors 


_ that we ought to skip a year or two and have 


the exposition not oftener than two years at 
any rate. I am not alone in this belief. 

“By having a fair every two years, we could 
in a very short time convince the business men 


of Atlanta, as well as every interest in the 


this region of the new 
south, that it is the directors who 
get the least benefits from the shows, 
and then I think arrangements could. be 
easily made to secure an annual fair that 
would be national in its scope. 

‘*We certainly have the territory to warrant 
this prediction.”

‘Have it if possible —’’ 

Said Mr. Joe Thompson, the energetic 
chairman of the committee on races. 

“Have it if possible, but look to the people 
of Atlanta forit more than tothe directors. 
We need the exposition. We ought to have it 
this year by all means. Atlanta canfll afford 
to do without it every fall. It 
stimulates trade in the city; it awakens a 
mutual interest between the farmer, the mer- 
chant, the miner, the mechanic, all alike, 
and shows how closely allied are all our 
branches of trade.

“Oh, the exposition’s all right,”’ said Presi- 
dent James R. Wylie yesterday in reply to 
THE CoNnsTITUTION’S inquirer about the post- 
ponement rumor.

It Is an Improvement the Public Does Not | 


Fully Understand. 


The most popular and advantageous of the in- 
novations which the postoftice department has in- 
troduced within the past few years 1s the special 
delivery system. 

But few people know of the special delivery ser- 
vice and many who have used it have an ideathat 
it applies only to the mail forwardedout of town 
and not to drop or local letters. 

Owing to this ignorance of the real condition of 
things the public will pay double or more to 
private messengers, when the work is done by the 
government just as promptly, and for a uniform 
price, which is only 12 cents. 

According to the rules and regulations govering 
the system the prepayment of 10 cents extra will 
insure toany mailable article its immediate de- 
livery upon arrival at any postoffice in the United 
States. 

In offices that have free delivery the letter will 
be forwarder by special messenger to any point 
within the boundary of the carriers’ districts, and 
from other offices to addresses not exceeding one 
nile from the office. 

In free delivery oftices the postmaster is author- 
ized to employ as many messenger boys, who must 
be over thirteen years old, as are necessary to 
promptly deliver all letters between 7 o'clock a. 
m. and lio’clock p.m. They may also use substi- 
tute letter carriers. when not on duty, in place of 
regular carriers. The letters may be sent out by 
regular carriers if they can be expeditiously de- 
livered. Both carriers and messengers are 
obliged by law to aecept all prepared letters bear- 
ing special delivery stamps. They must, however, 
turn thei over to the postoffice before delivery, if 
to a local address. 

Aside trom letter mail, or first-class matter, all 
other classes, when the special delivery 
Stamp is attached, are _  entitied to the 
prompt attention required in _ relation to 
letters. For small packages, where dispatch is an 
object as well as price, the postottice department

The liquor dealers are generally very 
prompt, as they are subject to so many dif- 
ferent penalties that they are kept on guard. 

The penalty is $1,000 fine, oraterm of im- 

risonment, in case the law is followed to the 
etter. 


$15,000,000! 


A Big Mortgage Recorded Yesterday in 
Fulton Superior Court. 
$15,000,000! 

One of the biggest mortgages ever recorded in 
Fulton superior court was handed into the clerk’s 
office yesterday. It was printed in pamplilet 
form and the printing covers over tifty pages. 

It is the $15,000,000 mortgage, or deed of trust, 
given bythe East Teanessee, Virginiaand Georgia 
Railway Companyto the American Trust Com- 
pany of New York. 

The mortgage is to secure that sum in 5 per cent 
gold bearing bonds, dated December t, 1800, and 
to run until December1, 130, a period of fifty 
years. 

The mortgage sets forth that it is given for the 
purpose of floating these bonds so that the com- 
pany can raise money with which to double track 
the main line, build extensions and branches, and 
for other purposes in connection with the road. 

The same instrument will have to be recorded in 
twenty counties in Tennessee, twenty-five in Geor- 
gia, fourteen im Alabama and one in Mississippi.
